EARS HAVE arisen with the col- 


lege administration that frater- 
nities and sororities here may be- 
come clique groups if permission ‘for 
their organization is granted. 

To control this condition, it is be- 
ing proposed that the entire student 
body be divided optionally into the 
groups. A readjustment would be 
made by allowing students to trans- 
fer from one society to another until 
satisfactorally affiliated. 

The new plan was devised to make 
the societies as nearly democratic as 
possible. .
